THE SACRAMENT OF HOLY COMMUNION 


One of the first things done when man landed on the moon 
was to receive Holy Communion. Buzz Aldrin, one of the first 
two men on the moon, had received permission to bring commu- 
nion along with him. ke said, "I poured the wine into the 
chalice our church had given me. In the one-sixth gravity 
of the moon the wine curled slowly and gracefully up the side 
of the cup. It was interesting to think that the very first 
liquid ever poured on the MOMs and the first food eaten there, 
were communion elements. 


"I sensed especially strongly my unity with our church 
back home, and with the Church everywhere. 


"I READ: ‘I AM THE VINE, YOU ARE THE BRANCHES. Who-ever 
remains in me, and I in him, will bear much fruits; for you 
can do nothing without me.'" 


"Give us this Bread always" 


In the sixth chapter of John's Gospel Jesus said to His 
disciples: 


"Truly, truly, I say to you, it was not Moses who gave 
you the bread from heaven; my Father gives you the true bread 
from heaven. For the bread of God is that which comes down 
from heaven, and gives life to the world...I am the bread 
of life. Your fathers ate the manna in the wilderness, and 
they died. This is the bread which comes down from heaven, 
that man may eat of it and not die. I am the living bread 
which came down from heaven, if anyone eats of this bread, 
he will live for ever; and the bréad which I shall give for 
the life of the world is my flesh" (John 6:32-33348-51). 
The disciples then turned to Jesus and said, “Lord give us 
this bread always" ‘(John 6:34). 

Jesus complied witfi their request. He gave us the Bread of 
Life, Himself, in the Sacrament of the Eucharist: 


E "For my flesh is food indeed, and drinks my blood abides 
in me, and I in him" (John 6:55-56). 
FOOD AND LOVE 


Food and love are closely related. Our first experi- 
ences of love as infants are associated with being fed. When 
the baby wakes up hungry and is fed, he experiences love. 

So god chose food and a meal to help us experience His love. 


CONTINUED OVERLEAF 


food and love continued.. 


Jesus often chose meals as the place to reveal Himself 
and His love for the world. At the wedding feast in Cana 
(John 2:1-11) He manifested His glory to His disciples. Jesus 
used the meal to which He was invited in the house of Matthew 
(Mat. 9:10-13) as an occasion to welcome publicans and sinners 
to His kingdom. Dinner at the home of Simon and Pharisee 
(luke 7:36-50) became the place of forgiveness of sinful woman. 
The meal taken at the home of a pharisee on a sabbath day 
(Luke 14:1-6) became the place where Jesus healed a man suffer- 
ing from dropsy. Dinner at the home of Zacchaeus (Luke 19:1.10) 
was turned into a ceiebration of salvation. "Today salvation 
has come into this house..."(Lukée 19:9). On Easter evening, 
after a long walk and a lengthy conversation, it was in the 
breaking of the bread that the disciples of Emmaus recognized 
Him as the risen Lord (Luke 24:13-35). So it is that Christ 
comes to us today pre-eminently in the breaking of the bread. 
There we encounter and recognize the living Christ as in no 
other way. 


Jesus came to the meals He attended not just to receive 
but also to give. He used the occasion of the meal to reveal 
Himself as Comforter, Healer, Forgiver, Giver of life and 
Risen Lord. what people came xpecting of the meal: satisfac- 
tion of hunger, nourishment and fellowship, He becomes 
the Bread of Life. For people who thirst, He becomes the 
water of life. He becomes the One Who restores, renews, forgives 
heals and gives life. Thus every meal Jesus attended-not 
just the Last Supper-became, in a way, a sacramental meal 
inasmuch as He used something human-a méal- to communicate 
the salvation that comes from God. Just as the Lord appeared 
to His disciples after His death, while they were eating, 
so He appears to His disciples today in a meal, i.e., the 
Eucharistic meal of the Last Supper. Rev. 3:20 refers to 
union with Christ in the form of a meal taken with Him: 
“Behold, I stand at the door and knock; if any one hears my 
voice and opens the door, I will come in to him and eat with 
him, and he with Me." 7 


“We are what we eat" 


"This is my body," said Jesus. To eat the body is to 
participate in life eternal, to become "partakers of divine 
nature". It was by eating that man go into trouble in the 
garden of Eden. And it is by eating that salvation comes. 
“Unless you wat the flelsh of the Son of man and drink his 
blood, you have no life in you" (John6:53). "There is no 
life without food. There is no new life without new food. 
Since this new life is the life of Christ, it is Christ Himself 
Who becomes the gift of food". ©
